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Obituary 


Mrs. HENRY LUCAS 
We deeply regret to announce the death on Monday at her 
residence, 21, Gloucester Square, W., of the well-known author and 
poetess, Alice Lucas, widow of Mr. Henry Lucas, who was Vice- 
President of the United Synagogue and President of the Jewish 
Religious Education Board, and who died in 1910. 

Alice Lucas, who was eighty-three years of age, was the elder 
daughter of the late Mr. N. M. Montetiore and was thus a sister of 
Dr. Claude Montefiore. She shared her brother's attachment to the 
things of the spirit and her life was devoted to educational and 
literary pursuits. She was a member of the Ladies’ Committee 
of the Westminster Jews’ Free School and the Jews’ Infant School. 
Commercial Street, in both of which institutions her father had 
been interested, and of which Dr. Claude Montefiore became Pres!- 
dent. In 1900, she helped to found, and became President of, the 
Jewish Study Society which was afterwards merged with the Union 
of Jewish Literary Socicties. 

It is, however, as a writer and gifted poet that Mrs. Lucas 
will be chiefly remembered. As long ago as 1876 she produced a 
volume of “ Translations from the German Poets of the 18th and 
19th Centuries.’ Two years later appeared “The Children’s 
Pentateuch.” This contained the tifty-two weekly portions with the 
Hiaftarahs, and was designed for the use of young people in the 
Synagogue and for home worsljp. The language of the Authoriced 
Version was retained, only unsuitable passages and name-lists being 
omitted. Then came her translation of David Cassel’s celebrated 
~ Manual of Jewish History and Literature.’ As an interpreter of 
the Jewish poets, however, Mrs. Lucas excelled. Her Songs of 
Zion” and. The Jewish Year”’ and, later,“ Talmudic Legends” 
revealed her as an ardent student of Hebrew devotional poetry, : 
skilled writer of verse and an original poet of no mean powers. In 

these works she produced in English many notable compositions of

HERE is a very large question involved in the present con- 
troversy, however, which I have broadly described as the 
question of artistic freedom. No portrait of Jesus, of course, 
has been handed down to successive generations. Any attempt to 
visualise him, whether on canvas or in stone, must therefore be 
purely imaginative. It can only be governed by the subject's 
sayings and doings as they have been recorded, and the treatmeut 
of such sayings depends on the individual's reactions to them. 
The question for those who would like to grind Epstein’s work 
to powder, as Moses ground the golden calf, is: Is it right that the 
artist's or sculptor’s conception should be trammelled or suppressed ” 
Is it good that the gifted imagination should be hampered in the 
effort to body forth a vision it has seen? Iu my humble view, 
such a line of action is good neither for religion nor 
for art. It is as obscurantist and as futile as it would be in 
literature, and as it proved itself to be ia the realm of science.

The Third German Appeal was successfully launched in Liverpool at 
a reception held in the Adelphi Hotel on Sunday. Mr. BERTRAM B, 
BEenaAs, Chairman of the Liverpool Committee, presided, 

Mr. RANDOLPH CHURCHILL, in te course of a short address in support 
of the appeal, said he had inherited from his father, Mr. Winston Churehill, 
a great respect for the Jewish people and numbered among his friends 
many prominent members of the Jewish Community. Hitler's treatment 
of the Jews in Germany had linked them closer together. He had visited 
Germany and could speak from first-hand knowledge. The Jewsin Great 
Britain had nothing to fear from the Mosley Fascists. That body drew its 
followers from the lower mentalities. He (the speaker) would always 
remain a friend of Zion. He urged his audience to help to maintain the 
fair name of British Jewry by responding liberally to that appeal. 

Mr. R. C. ESsSeNuHIGH, K.C., M.P., recalled that in the Great War the 
Jewish men of his regiment were among the most brave. The Jews werea 
proud and loyal race, and he would feel proud to be a Jew. The Jews of 
Germany rallied to the support of the German Flag in 1914, and were 
promised freedom and equal rights with their fellow-citizens, but those 
promises had been ruthlessly broken, 

Mr. NEVILLE J. LASKI, K.C., said that the present appeal was as 
vital as weie the two previous appeals. By protecting German Jewry, 
they were protecting themselves and the whole world. Mr. Laski made 
a suggestion for the organisation throughout British Jewry of a seif-denial 
week like that of the Salvation Army, the proceeds of which could be 
devoted to the ap eal for Jewry. 

The CHAIRMAN appealed for support for the appeal.

Dr. Baumann, Chief of the Swiss Department of Justice, and 
M. Motta, Chief of the Foreign Department, discussed the kidnap- 
ping with Dr. Ludwig, Chief of the Department of Justice of Basle 
on Monday. The following statement was issued: “ The kidnapping 
of Berthold Jacob, who was enticed from Strasbourg to Basle and 
taken over the German frontier by German agents, is to be regarded 
as one of the most violent breaches of neutrality, and will lead to a 
strong protest by the Swiss authorities to the German Government 
as soon as the judicial investigation is ended.’ The Basle Corre- 
spondent of Tur Times suggests that the kidnapping was organised 
at least six months beforehand with the help of German ageuts in 
Paris and in London. On Tuesday, Dr. Motta visited the German 
Minister in Berne, and called his attention to the very serious view 
tuken of the Jacob affair by the Swiss Government. 

Maitre Moro-Giafferi, the eminent advocate who has under- 
taken to defend Herr Jacob's interests, has stated to the French 
Press: “ From a most serious and trustworthy source 1 have received 
confirmation of my personal impression that Berthold Jacob is alive, 
that he is to be indicted before a German People's Court, and that 
there hangs over him the terrible threat of the axe which has just 
cut off the heads of two women. It is my duty,” which the has 
since fulfilled, “to bring the matter to the notice of the French 
and Swiss Governments.’ Maitre Moro-Giafferi also expresses the 
hope that other Governments, and perhaps the League of Nations, 
will take action in the matter. It seemed to him “ impossible that 
Germany's neighbours should remain indifferent to a coup de force, 
committed on foreign soil, and followed by a court-martial which 
would authenticafe its official character.” It must also be borne in 
mind that Herr Jacob is no longer a German citizen. 

This does not appear to be an isolated case, except in so far as 
it has been successful. The Paris and Geneva correspondents of the 
MORNING Post report that Ernst Toller, and Leopold Schwarzschild, 
the editor of the Neve Tacenucn, have recently received similar 
invitations to visit Switzerland for important information, but each 
declined the offer. Herr Toller's invitation was in similar writing 
to Herr Jacob's. 

lt may not be without significance that the VOELKISCHER 
Beovacuter of last Friday reported that the Foreign Organisation 
of the Nazi Party has been transferred from Hamburg to Berlin. 
On the arrival of the staff of the Organisation in Berlin, they were 
given an oflicial reception by representatives of the Propaganda 
Ministry and the Foreign Office. District-Leader Bohle, the head of 
the Organisation. declared that the work of himself and his 
colleagues would undoubtedly be lightened by the close connections 
with all authoritative quarters of Party and State.

Two Significant Orders 


The strongly resisted attempt to drive the Jews out of the catile 
trade has gone a stage further. An order has been issued to all 
municipalities giving them general powers to exclude all “ undesir- 
able elements’ from the trade. Jews, in Nazi Germany, are always 
Nuremberg all.is not well for the Nazi and it appears that cattle 
dealers are boycotting the district.

and to cease employing land workers in other posts. Such workers 
given employment during the last three years must be reported to

MORE JEWS DISFRANCHISED 


Dr. Schacht, the Reich Minister of Economics and Prussian 
Minister of Economics and Labour, has issued an announcement, 
says the Press Service of the National Socialist Party, in which he 
states that he does not think it desirable to put hindrances in the 
way of artisan training courses being given to Jews who are desirous 
of emigrating, since every measure which promotes the emigration 
of Jews is to be welcomed. The possibility of black (Schwarz — black- 
leg ?) labour, feared as a result of the fact that individual Jews who 
have been trained in artisanship remain in the country, can be 
effectively countered by police measures. Any intention to exercise 
such artisanship as a means of livelihood would be contrary to the 
provisions of the third Order relating to the building up of German 
artisanship, dated January 18th, 1955. 

(This order provides merely that, for the purpose of engaging in 
artisanship in the future, it will be necessary to have first graduated 


through a regular period of apprenticeship and passed the master. 


examination). 

A further example of the official desire for Jewish emigration 
is to be found in the showing throughout Germany of a Zionist tilm 
dealing enthusiastically with Jewish achievements in Palestine. This 
shows truthfully the pioneering work in Nahalal, Tel-Aviv, Rishon 
le Zion, Rehovoth and other colonies. It has been shown even in 
Nuremberg itself. 

The denaturahsation of Jews, with a view to their emigration, 
continues, and the REICHSANZFIGER (Official Gazette) publishes a 
third list, this time of eighty-four naturalised Prussians, whose civic 
rights have been taken away. Allof these were naturalised between 
9th November, 1918, and 380th January, 1953. 


Jews and the Conscript Army 
No Official Decision Yet 


No official decision has yet been published as to whether Jews 
will be called upon to serve in the new conscript army. It is 
considered in some quarters that they will not be called upon; on 
the ground that military service is an honour for members of the 
German nation, as distinct from mere German citizens. Such may 
well be the outcome, but there is no evidence that any-decision has 
yet been taken. 

The ~ Vortrupp,” a nationalistic German-Jewish organisation, 
has issued a declaration expressing its satisfaction at the introduc 
tion of conscription and its readiness to serve in the army, in 
conformity with its slogan, “ Ready for Germany!” The Reichs 
vertretung has submitted a memorandum to the Government. but 
its contents have not been made publie.

PERSISTENT NAZI REFRAIN 


The Nazi leader, Walter Pétsch, delivered a speech in Stettin, 
in which he declared that it was only “a piece of real Jewish 
impudence to complain about the alleged repression of Jews in 
Germany, which illustrated that Jews always replied to our 
magnanimity with hatred.” So long as the opposition tothe Jews 
was only limited to breaking a few windows in Jewish houses or 
shops, for which eventually German insurance companies had to 
pay, he stated, the Jews had no reason to be restless and they were 
only thankful for the propaganda afforded tothem by such incidents. 
It was only since the Nazis had begun an anti-Jewish campaign 
based on fundamental principles that the Jews had become afraid 


for their existence, although they were allowed to pursue their 
daily work unmolested, The secret of Jewish success was their 
racial policy, and as the Nazis had strengthened their own 


enlightening policy in that direction, the Jewish hatred of them 
grew intensely. He advocated a complete separation of the Jews 
from the Germans. At another meeting of Nazi women held in 
Stettin, Herr Pétsch advocated that nothing should be bought by 
German women from Jews even if they could get things cheaper in 
Jewish shops. 


The Mayor of Hamburg addressed a meeting of the Asiatic 
Society on the Jewish problem. It is not true, he declared, that 


Germany alone has a Jewish problem, fora Jewish problem has 
existed in all countries since Jews were created. Nazi Germany, 
in his opinion, was out to secure a more humane settlement of the 


problem than was the case with other countries. He admitted, how. 
ever, that the Nazis were against all compromises, as ~ the dark 
Jewish forces’ were forcing a union of East and West instead of 


allowing the peaceful development of Europe within its own borders. 
The Jews, be declared, were a burden to Lurope because they were 
a strange body in Europe.

WORLD-FAMOUS SCHOLARS’ APPROVAL

Mr. R. E. L. VAUGHAN WILLIAMS, K.C., described the edition as 
one of the most marvellous productions of modern times. The 
translators, he said, had almost, as it seemed, to re-build a language 
first and then to translate it,and not only to apply hard scientific 
criticism but to do so with reverence, One realised how difficult the 
work of the translators and the editor must have been. The enter- 
prise demanded a great deal of commercial ability; but although 
commercial ability was necessary to run a thing of this sort, it was 
pot sufficient. For that there must be a real love of the subject. 

Mr. J. DAVIDSON, Director of the Soncino Press, said that the eight 
volumes consisted of 5,000 pages, and that twelve translators,.in 
‘ldition to the editor, had been engaged on this work for close on 
three years, and they had dealt with their stupendous task with 
extraordinary ability and enerey., lie spoke of the valuable 
guidance and advice of the Chief Rabbi, and paid tribute to the 
editor, his fellow-directors and to Mr. Maurice Simon. 

Sir Kk. DENTSON Ross, C.I1.E., said that he had for the last twenty 
years done all he could to encourage the study of Hebrew as a living 
vuace. lie welcomed the Talinud aus i stepping stone to «a 
language the study of which, he was very proud to think, he had in 
some way encouraged. There was hardly a religion in the world 
of which the ordinary outsider knew so little as of Judaism, and if 
he were to put a number of questions, he dare say that more would 
be able to answer those about Buddhism and Himduism than about 
the tenets of Judaism.

New Chemical Factory 


We understand that a new chemical factory is to be established 
at Haifa by a group of overseas Jewish manufacturers together with 
imperial Chemical Industries, Limited. The new firm is to have a 
capital of £1,000,000 and is to produce sulphuric acid, chloride, 
super-phosphates and caustic soda. It is stated that an agreement 
has been reached withthe Iraq Petroleum Company to purchase 
forty thousand tons of sulphuric acid annually. ‘This will make 
Possible the erection of an oil refinery at Haifa. Large quantities 
of chloride,. hitherto imported, will be furnished by the Palestine 
Potash Company, for the purpose of making bromine from the Dead 
Sea deposits, while a market will be found for super-phosphates, for 
use as fertilisers, in the Near East.

Questions in Parliament 


GRANTS FOR EDUCATION 


In the House of Commons, last week, Mr. Ruys Davies (Lab., 
Westhoughton) asked the Secretary of State for the Colonies: 
Whether he can explain why a grant has been made out of the 
Palestine government loan for Arab school buildings, while no grant 
has been made for Jewish schools; and whether, in view of the 
representations of the elected assembly of Palestine Jewry, steps 
will be taken to make an education grant on the basis of the present 
proportion of the Jews to the whole population and a grant for 
Jewish school buildings in the town. 

Sir PHitie CUNLIFFE-LISTER: The provision for educational 
buildings which is contained in the schedule of the proposed 
Palestine loan is in respect of new Government schools, in which 
Arabic is the medium of instruction, and which are open to all 
sections of the community. The Jewish Community has, from the 
earliest years of the British administration, elected to maintain its 
own school system, and the Government of Palestine bas never 
accepted responsibility for the capital cost of such schools. 

The Government of Palestine has, however, for many: years 
provided grants-in-aid in respect of the recurrent cust of the Jewish 
schools, and in recent years the amount of the grant-in-aid has been 
calculated in relation to the annual expenditure on Government 
schools and the number of Jewish children of school age in propor- 
tion to the total school-age population. The amount of the grant. 
in-aid approved for the current year is £28,000, 

Mr. Ruys DAvies: May I take it thatthe Colontal Office will sce 
there is no discrimination against Jewish children.

NOVELS AND NOVELTIES 


One of the typical features of post-war Europe was the tragedy 
of the Wandering Jews—mostly of Russian origin, yet unable to 
return to that country. Month after month—perhaps year after 
year—-they trekked aimlessly from place to place and country to 
country in the hope of finding a resting place at last: everywhere 
persecuted by the authorities and forced to move on, yet finding 
incredible difficulties in their path at every turn. This is the 
central theme of Michet Matveev's French novel, “Les Traqueés,” 
now translated into English by Desmond Flower under the title 
BirrerR Draven (Cassell & Co., 7s. 6d. net). Itopens with an account 
of a pogrom in Russia after the Revolution, all the more stark and 
convincing because it is told with such complete detachment. Then 
follows an attempt to pass through Rumania. The family is beset 
on all sides by officialdom, anti-Semitism and corruption; thrown 
backwards and forwards from one Sigourantza to another; hailed 
back even from the steamer on which it had embarked to leave 
the country; and finds deportation in the end, almost penniless, a 
happy deliverance. They are on a ship bound for Palestine; but 
in consequence of the Jaffa riots they are unable to disembark and 
begin an odyssey of wandering about the sea, from one port to 
another, trying to find a country which will receive them. . ‘ 
There are a poignancy and intensity about these pages which one 
does not often encounter. Non-Jewish critics may praise it as a 
novel; the Jew feels that it is in large measure autobiography. 

The name of Ruth Feiner will be fresh tomost English readers 
but many must have heard her voice in broadcasts from Berlin and 
Cologne, and know her songs, sung by leading cabaret artists all 
over Germany. She is now, however, a refugee in this country, and 
compelle 1 to turn to somewhat different activities. If CAT Across 
run Pari Ularrap & Co., Ltd., 7 6 net) is her first novel, she certain], 
has amazing competence. One sincerely hopes that the Black Cat, 
which brought such bad luck to her central figure, the musical son 
of asmall Berlin shopkeeper, will henceforth keep itself well away 
from her path; and one congratulates her on not allowing her mind 
to. be overwhelmed, like so many of her fellow-sufferers, with the 
shadow of the present persecution. Her book, which appears for the 
lirst time in Euogtish, is translated from the authors manuscript by 
Norman Alexander, and dedicated to Elizabeth Jacobs “ who enabled 

me to write this novel.” 

\ll characters and -business-houses dealt with in 
Sharpe's novel of the advertising world, CATCHPENNY (Methuen, 
7s. 6d. net) are, we are assured, purely fictitious. It is as well that 
this is the case with Mr. Charles Abelson, of Abelson’s Men’s Wear, 
Limited, a Jew of musical comedy, pale, fat and overdressed, whose 
yudeness drives a man to suicide, and whose repentance is too late 
to resuscitate him. Mr. Sharpe has gone to a new sphere for his 
colour. but not for his villain.

Ccck’s Guide to Palestine has always held a high position, and 
ileservedly so, in the class of books indispensable to visitors to. that 


ountry. Dhe new edition which treats of Syria and Iraq also has been 
largely 1ewritten and the name of Mr. Christopher Lumby is alon> 
sufficient to assure prospective purchasers that the work.of revision has 
been entrusted to very competent hands. In addition the archwolougical 
appendix which is not a new feature has been revised by the original 
author, Professor Garstang, formerly Director of Antiquities in the 
Government of Palestine and a frequent director of excavations there, so 
that in this department also the reader has been given of the best. Itisa 
truism to say that Palestine has undergone revolutionary changes sine: 
(the appearance of the first edition of this work in 1891 and although its 
purpose Is mainly, if not solely, to deal with places and topics of interest 
to the ordinary tourist, the new Jewish Palestine which has been 
created in the meanwhile is fairly and adequately dealt with, a due sense 
of proportion being observed, Mr. Lumby, in fact, devotes eight pages 
to a very clear and excellently written account of the Zionist organisation 
in its many activities and the Jewish revival in Palestine, and this alon® 
should prove a valuable introduction to the traveller to whom Zionism 
and the Jewish Palestine are an unknown quantity. The only valid 
criticism of this excellent summary is that the list of *‘ the most 
important Jewish settlements” might have been a little longer.. Of Tel 
\viv Mr. Lumby says all that can be said with discretion. The onl, 
criticism of this section, and this not a criticism so much as a supplement, 
is that since Mr. Lumby wrote, although only a few months ago, Tel-Aviv 
has continued to grow and his description of the town as the fourth in 
size In Palestine is no longer correct. Jerusalem is; however, the main 
centre of attraction to tourists in Palestine, and Mr. Lumby necessarily 
‘levotes a large section of his book to this city. Here also he treats the 
Je Wish places and topics of interest adequately. He gives, for instance. 
it list of the Jewish festivals, divided into days of rest, festivals: on’ 
which work is permitted and fast-days. The Jewish population of the 
city he divides into six groups—the Sefardim, the Ashkenazim, the 
Yenicnites, the Jews of Syria and Baghdad, the Karaites and the Jews of 
Central As'a. Not all authorities would accept the Karaitesas Jews. On 
the other hand other groups, such as the Falashas could be added to the 
list and the last of the six sub-divided. But if there are six definite 
groups of Jews in Jerusalem there are many more of Christians not to 
mention the Moslems. This there statement may give an inkling of 
some of the worries and anxicties of the Government of Palestine,

These were 
indeed an unlicensed and unrestrained mob, and it was to their 
tender mercies that the Jewish communities of the Rhine district 
were handed over. In May of the year 1096 the Jews of Speyer were 
the first victims. Worms came next; on May 18th practically the 
whole of the Jewish community suffered martyrdom at the hands of 
the Crusaders. Mayence was third in order; the same story there 
with this variation that when the svnagogue was set on fire, the 
greater part of the whole town was burnt down with it. It is 
impossible to estimate the number of those who met their death, 
peaceful citizens who were robbed and slaughtered for no other 
crime except that they were Jews. The ignorant and barbarian 
mob that desired to fight the Infidel in Palestine found easier prey 
near at hand. Whatever may be said in favour of the Crusades 
and the Crusaders, nothing can mitigate their onslaught on helpless 
people, and the story of the anti-Jewish excesses of the First Crusade 
are a blot on the history of Christianity.

MAKING WAR ON POVERTY 


ORGANISATIONS FAR FLUNG BATTLE-LINE 

‘The President of the Board of Guardians and Trustees for the 
Relef of the Jewish Poor, Miss HANNAH F. Coney, O.B.E., delivered 
her annual address at the Annual Meeting, which was held on Tuesday 
evening at the offices of the Board, 127, Middlesex Street, k.1, and 
over Which she presided. 

~ The meeting agreed to the election cn bloc of thirty-two members 
to serve on the Board for the ensuing twelve months. 

The Hon. Secretary, Mr. Maurice M. Keyser, O.B.E., presented 
the Report for the year ending Sist December, 1934, which was 
adopted.

The other claims on behalf of polytheism are seen to be equally 
untenable.

It could not have been alien to the people that produced 
the Song of Songs, and is therefore not the possession of heathenism 
alone, No less a scientist and thinker than Alexander von Humboldt 
has shown that the wsthetic contemplation of nature only began when 
the landseape was freed from its gods, and men could rejoice in 
nature's own greatness and beauty. 

Various secular writers on religion go far bevond modernist 
theologians mn their depreciation ot nionotheism. Uniike those 
theologians, they do hat halt het ween two Opin Lons, and the know 
no hesitancies.

Funds Exhausted—Appeal in Autumn 


PROPOSED JUBILEE CELEBRATION 


ti was revealed by Dr. N. S. Lucas, the President of the Jewish 
Religious Education Board at its meeting at Woburn House on 
Vonday evening that, having regard to the seriousness of the 
jsoancial position, steps are to be taken to launch an appeal during

Dr. LUCAS, speaking of the Board's finances, said that they would be 
hy Jane next completely “high and dry.”

bread. So called washable distempered walls have to be treated very 
carefully if your efforts are to be successful and the best way is lightly to 
moisten the whole of the wall with a large distemper brush which you 
can borrow from the local decorator for a few pence, and then carefully 
pass a sponge over the walls. Don't rub or you'll regret it. 

To clean paintwork make a solution of Hudson's soap in warm water 
and arm yourself with some of this, the sponge and brush mentioned 
above and a pail of clean water. Do not make the soap solution too 
strong or you'll pay for it in spoiled paintwork and the glory will 
depart from glossy surfaces. To commence operations, apply lightly 
the soap solution to the paint work and gently work the tip of the 
brush into any dirty corners. Don't scrub, leave the solution on 
for a few moments and allow it to perform the actual work of loosening 
the dirt, The rinsing operation consists of sponging the surfaces with 
clean water until you feel that all soap solution is removed. Ifyou carry 
out the above instructions you should achieve results every bit as good as 
those of the painter which are usually so much admired by mistresses 
and maids. Of course, the secret is to use plenty of water, but be carefnl 
not to allow soap solution to remain any length of time on parquet floors, 
or black stains will be the result. 

Among the etceteras which need inspection vou should examine sash 
lines for signs of fraying, because it's no use putting in new cords after 
the window has slammed down on someone, Picture chains and cords 
should also be inspected, and use should be made of the opportunity to 
repair the brown paper backings of the pictures if necessary.

Jewish Board of Guardians 
MR. LASKUS COMPLAINT AGAINST THE COMMUNITY 
[From our Correspondent} 


Presiding at the Annual Meeting of subscribers to the Board 
held at Frankenburgh House, Cheetham Hill Koad, on Sunday, Mr. 
Nathan Laski, J.P., presenting the sixty-eighth Annual Keport, once 
more voiced his complaint against the lack of adequate support of 
the Board by the Manchester and Salford Jewish Community. He 
reiterated emphatically that they were not doing their duty towards 
their premier institution. In a Jewish population of 65,000 to 
40,000, £1,000 in subscriptions was not enough ; a great deal more 
could be done. Many young people in a position to subscribe 
handsomely did not appear among the subscribers. 

Mr. Laski said that 4,919 cases costing £9,705 had been relieved 
during the year,an increase on 1953 of 856 cases and £1,040. Inhelping 
small tradesmen and hawkers, £762 had been spent. In his opinion, 
confirmed by other members of the local Public Assistance Committee, 
that was an activity to be proud of and those other members had 
spoken to him of the mouey that might be saved to the rates if they 
had parliamentary power to make similar grants. Another great 
help in keeping people off the relief books was the Loan Department, 
from which £1,008 had been lent during the year, free of interest ; 
and not a single penny was lost in bad debts. They were grateful 
to the Manchester Corporation for its grant of £4,000 and to Salford 
for £800, but Mr. Laski remarked that he was afraid that if the 
Jewish economic position did not improve they might have to ask 
Manchester for more. Explaining part of the reason for the 
increased relief, the Chairman said that the workers in the water- 
proof trade were even worse off than in the vear before, because of 
the dry summer, and he had the same complaint to make that 
working people in those shops were told to come from day to day. 
staying on in the hope of work which did not eventuate, instead of 
signing on at the Labour Bureau. He appealed to employers toe: d 
that system, The expenses of the Board absorbed only 8j{ per 
cent. of its income, Mr. Laski said, and except for two paid officials 
the whole of the work was’ done voluntarily. Thanks were offered 
to the various district Aid Committees, and the Chairman mentioned 
the work of their Medical Officer, Dr. R. Green, who attended to 
150 cases and paid 745 visits to home patients. 

Mr. P. Lazarus, J.P., seconded the adoption of the Report. 

The accounts were presented by Mr. N. Finburgh, the Treasurer. 
They viewed the position with alarm, he said, as expenditure 
increased yearly, but income steadily shrank. The general income 
for the year was £400 less, while expenditure was £1,263 more. 
They were worse off at the end of the year by £464, which would 
have been a great deal more but for the net amount of £1,241 raised 
from an entertainment, the organisation of and responsibility for 
which had been undertaken by the ladies of the Board. The total 
expenditure during the year was £10,649, an increase of £1,014. They 
needed £2,000 extra income a year. ‘They owed £2,125 to the bank. 

In the discussion, Mr. C. Gaffin said that instead of attacking the 
young people, the Chairman should look for the faults in the 
members of the Board—twenty-six members had obtained on) \ 
sixty-four new subscribers and £47 in subscriptions. 

Mr. L. Boyars said that the Executive were badly let down by 
the members of the Board—they thought their duty was only to 
distribute money, and if they did not do their duty by personal 
canvassing, what could they expect of the geueral public? Out of 
the £47, Mr. Laski himself collected £25. 

The Report and accounts were adopted. Votes of condolence 
were passed with the families of the late Mrs. H. L. Behrens.
